NATIONAL COMMITTEE FOR 
SEXUAL CIVIL LIBERTIES MEETS 

PARTI 

Los Angeles * Perhaps the most 
prestigious organization of its 
kind, the National Committee 
for Sexual Civil Liberties held 
its euinual conference at the 
University Hilton in Los 


Angeles from 24 through 27 
June 1976. 

The membership includes 
some of the top scholars cuid 
legal minds in the United States 
whose books are recognized as 
the authoritative works on 
sexual subjects. 

The sessions began with a 
general discussion of the recent 
U.S. Supreme Court decision 
upholding the Virginia sodomy 
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statute rising out of the case 
referred to as "Doe vs. 
Commonwealth." 

Professor Donald Knutson, 
who teaches law at the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California 
Law School, noted that the Ccise 
was framed as a "class action" 
suit. The three-man Virginia 
court was asked to make a 
declaratory judgment and issue 
an injunction against enforce¬ 
ment of the Virginia statute. 

He noted that the case 
was not a "real" case but rather 
a case set up to challenge the 
constitutional issues involved. 

Relying heavily on 
Dr. Walter Barnett's book 
Sexual Freedom and the Consti¬ 


tution, the case presented all 
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the constitutional arguments to 
the court. 

Knutson noted that the 
Virginia court ruled two to one 
to uphold the state's sodomy 
statutes and considered only a 
very narrow opinion on the right 
to privacy and suggested that 
the fact that the judges were 
religious fundamentalist and 
that the two were in their 
seventies may have been the 
key factor in the way the 
decision went. 

Knutson pointed out that 
the court continued to recog¬ 
nize the right of privacy in 
marriage but completely 
ignored the principles estab¬ 
lished in recent abortion rights 
cases. 

"Essentially," said 

Knutson, "the court is saying 
that even if there were a 'due 
process' right in the plaintives, 
the state has an interest in 
controlling homosexual 

behavior. The court based that 
interest on the Bible and on the 
writings of Blackstone (Sir 
William Blackstone, 18 th 
century jurist who wrote Com¬ 
mentaries on the Laws of 
England) . 

j The court of Virginia 
called attention to the estab- 
'lished longevity of laws against 
sodomy and homosexuality in 


general, which they contend 
leads to immorality. 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
merely affirmed the lower 
court action by a ruling of six 
to three. 

Professor Walter E. 
Barnett, who wrote the book 
used as the definitive work on 
the subject of sodomy auid the 
law, is a member of the NCSCL 
and was present during the dis¬ 
cussion of the case. 

"Ignominious" is how 
Baornett described the court's 
decision. He thought the ccise 
should have gone the other way 
based on the issue of privacy. 
"The Virginia sodomy law should 
have been struck down," he 
insisted. 

"I am troubled about the 
whole thing," he went on, "and 
hope this is not a harbinger of 
things to come!" 

"Previous cases dealing 
with abortion and contraception 
are the basis for the right to 
privacy issue cases; and," 
Barnett pointed out, "that is 
family planning, which leayes 
gay people out in the cold. 

"Sodomy can be con¬ 
sidered to be a family planning 
technique for married people," 
Barnett observed, "but it may 
not extend the right of privacy 
to gay persons." 

"Population control justi¬ 
fies marital rights to privacy," 
he went on, "and that may have 
been the right tactic to take 
during the 60's; but it may no 
longer be the correct approach 
in light of the recent Supreme 
Court action." 

Dr. Arthur C. Warner of 
Princeton, N. J., then took the 
podium and reviewed the histor¬ 
ical background of sodomy laws. 

Warner is co-chairman of 
the NCSCL, an imforgettable 
personality and a person whose 
background euid activities have 
established him as an expert in 
sodomy law reform. 

"The elements of the 
crime of sodomy were not 
actually established until 1533," 
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he noted. "The question was 
raised at that time as to 
whether penetration was neces¬ 
sary and whether ejaculation 
was necessary for oral 
copulation. 

"In 1776 when these 
United States were estab¬ 
lished," he went on, "the ele¬ 
ments of the crime still had not 
been completed. 

"It was only after the civil 
rights legislation of 1868 that 
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the Federal courts became 
involved," he said. 

Noting the slow progress 
of the law, he reminded the 
committee that it hais only beep 
since Kinsey {Alfred Kinsey, 
sexual practices researcher of 
the 1940's and 1950's) that a gay 
person would bring an action in 
court for gay rights to privacy. 

Although touted as a 
possibility, Warner warns 
against relying on First Amend¬ 
ment rights and the separation 
of Church amd State as argu¬ 
ments for gay rights. 

He went on to review the 
role of the church in sodomy 
laws. It was from the "Courts 
Christian" that the laws against 
sodomy were taken in 1533. 
The church gave up control of 
morality to the state. 

"The weakness of the 
Virginia sodomy case is that it 
is based on church law," he 
declared; "such laws began with 
the phurch, and they will end 
with the church." 

"When Blackstone de¬ 
clared that the state had a right 
to legislate morality, he went 
so far as to demand death for 
violations of God's law. 
Blackstone equated natural law 
with God's law," Warner noted. 

"Prior to the 18th 
Century, natural law was simply 
a non-scientific perception," 
Warner insisted. 

"However," Warner noted, 
"even the anrgument that sex is 
for procreation is neo-religious. 


"Many things we do and 
say, especially in the area of 
sex," said Warner, "are based on 
religious beliefs; yet there has 
been only one case of impor¬ 
tance based on the 'Establish¬ 
ment Clause' of the Constitu¬ 
tion involving the separation of 
church and state, and that was 
the so-called 'monkey trial' 
earlier in this century involving 
evolution." 

At this point the com -1 
mittee members pondered the 
choices open to gay persons 
seeking their rights through the 
legal system. 

It was noted that the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
was relying more on State 
Courts, since the Federal 
Courts were no longer function¬ 
ing as they used to. 

There was a difference of 
opinion as to whether or not 
test c£Lses should be sent 
through the system to "educate 
the judges." 

Dr. Knutson noted that 
the action of the Supreme 
Court was essentially a 
summary judgment which 
actually avoided making a 
"real" decision. He went on to 
call attention to the scathing 
criticism of the court in the 
press as a result of the Virginia 
sodomy case. 

All agreed that the pri¬ 
mary enemy in achieving 
progress is the Christian funda¬ 
mentalist movement. 

Moving along as part of 


the regular agenda. Dr. Warner 
reviewed the recent New Jersey 
Supreme Court decision defin¬ 
ing "open lewdness." 

He began by discussing 
the historical background of the 
open lewdness statute in New 
Jersey. The law was put on the 
books in 1878-9 and was con¬ 
fined to openness. By 1900 the 
law was expanded to include 
conduct in private. 

"The New Jersey law can 
be traced back to Anthony 
Comstock who militated for a 
national smut law in 1873. 
Even California," Warner noted, 
"adopted its version of 
'Comstock' laws about that 
time. 

"A few years ago," Warner 
went on, "the New Jersey 
Supreme Court ruled that forni¬ 
cation and adultery were not 
covered by the open lewdness 
law amd that there could be no 
lewdness between consenting 
adults in private." 

Warner noted that there 
was no "oral sodomy" law in 
New Jersey. V 

"As it is now, there can be 
lewdness only 'under the 
circumstances when the actor 
knows the conduct would be the 
cause of affront amd alarm.' 

"Also," he went on, "the 
place where a lewd act takes 
place must be 'exposed to public 
view where the public would 
I likely be offended or alarmed.' 
And," he went on, "that does 
not include police officers. 
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"There also has to be a 
'threatened breach of the peace' 
which is an old common law 
rule.” 

In the course of the dis¬ 
cussion, Warner noted that old 
common law rules could be used 
to argue against solicitation 
laws, pointing out that there 
ought to be a 'persistent oppor- 
tuning' before emyone has a pro¬ 
tected right against 

solicitation.

Tunney Denounces 
S.3197 

Senator John V. 
Tunney (D. Calif.) today 
denounced a proposed new bill 
authorizing bugging, wire¬ 
tapping and break-ins. "This 
bill treads on d«uigerous 
groimd," said Tunney, chairman 
of the Senate Constitutional 
Rights Subcommittee. "It 
includes as targets of surveil¬ 
lance homes and offices of 
American citizens who have 
committed no crime." 

Tunney offered the only 
opposition to the new bill, 
S.3197, "The Foreign Litelli-: 
gence Surveillance Act," when: 
it was approved by an 11-1 vote: 
in the Judiciary Committee, i 
The bill was drafted by the Ford : 
Administration and is the first 
bill ever to require no evidence 
of criminal activity to author¬ 
ize a bug or wiretap. 

Senator Timney was 
instrumental in having the 
Democratic National Platform 
Committee adopt Monday night 
a plsuik condemning the bill. "I 
recognize the value of legiti¬ 
mate intelligence effort to 
combat espionage and major 
crime, but that is already the 
law," said Tunney. "This new 
bill uses that as eui excuse for 
making possible abuses such as 
bugging and wiretaps aimed at 
lawful political and private 
activity," Tunney added, in 
language which was adopted in 
the Democratic platform. 

The new bill leaves key 
phrases undefined, Tunney said, 
and could have been used to 
justify the taps and bugs of Dr. 
Martin Luther King, the 
Congressman tapped in the 
"sugar lobby," and the Kissinger 
wiretaps of journalists and 

government aides. 

The New York Times 

switched on Tuesday from its 
former support of the bill and 
warned of "a threat to the 
personal privacy that is a 
fundamental right in a free 
society." The A.C.L.U. has 

also condemned the bill. 

"I sent the Attorney 
Generzd 36 specific questions 
about the bill," said Tunney, "to 
find out if it would infringe on 
legitimate political and private 
activity. He has refused to 
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answer." Tunney called for 
amendments to the bill and its 
accompanying report to tighten 
its loopholes. 

"It is important to have a 
law regulating national security 
intelligence," Timney said, "but 
after the abuses revealed by the 
Watergate and Church commit¬ 
tee hearings we must close the 
loopholes and protect the pri¬ 
vacy of law-abiding citizens." 

Senator Tunney warned 
that the bill also undercuts the 


normal judicial process and 
allows the Chief Justice to 
hand-pick seven special judges 
to issue warrants under the bill, 
prohibiting other F-ederal judges 
from ruling on warrant applica¬ 
tions. The bill also allows the 
Government to pick and choose 
which judge to rule on its war¬ 
rant applications, and to go to 
all seven if necessary to get a 
warrant approved 

Tapes from wiretaps and 
bugs could be used as evidence

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against defendants, under this 
bill, without necessarily allow¬ 
ing the defendant to argue the 
illegality of the warrant used 
against him. 

An American could have 
his home or office bugged or 
tapped under the bill if there 
was evidence he had been 
involved in what the bill calls 
"clcuidestine intelligence 

activity." The bill does not 
define what that means. Since 
present law already covers the 
crime of "espionage," the 
Justice Department admitted 
that the new phrase is intended 
to cover lawful activity. To be 
tapped, there would also have 
to be evidence that the 
American either was an "agent 
of a foreign power" or "con¬ 
spiring" with one or "aiding" one 
in such activity. Just what 
"conspiring" or "aiding" would 
mecm also is not defined in the 
new bill. The New York Times 
pointed out that Klartin Lutlier 
King, Jr., was bugged on this 
same theory.

Hank Wilson Vs. 
The Club Baths 

San Francisco . Judge Ira A. 
Brown, Jr., listened patiently 
for over three hours. The wit¬ 
nesses came and went; endless 
details were reported; but when 
it ended, Judge Brown ruled 
that Hank Wilson had been dis¬ 
criminated against by the Club 
Baths at 8th and Folsom Streets 
on the 18th of March. 

But the judge did not stop 
at his verdict; he turned to the 
attorney for the bath house and 
coldly told him that "your wit¬ 
nesses are liars"!!! 

Seemingly ignoring the 
decision, the losing attorney 
demanded that he be permitted 
to give "arguments on the law." 

Recognizing the legal 
right of the attorney to attack 
the law under which his client 
was charged, Judge Brown set 
aside his own ruling and per¬ 
mitted legal arguments on the 
law. 

"You eire not going to do 
it now;" the judge scolded, "you 
are going to have to write a 
brief." 

"Let me caution you;" the 
judge warned the bath house 
attorney, "I am the trier of 
facts, amd I tell you your wit¬ 
nesses lied. You will restrict 
your brief to points of law, and 
you shall hand deliver your brief 
to Mr. (Richard) Gayer." 

Gayer was the attorney 
for Hank Wilson. 

Gayer was both pleased 


and disappointed. His client 
had just been awarded $250 plus 
costs under the Unruh Act, only 
to have the judgment delayed 
by the call for briefs. 

The trial, which was con¬ 
ducted 'at the City Hall in 
Department 9, Room 400, was 
the second time the facts had 
been reviewed by a court. 

The first time the case 
was heard was in Small Claims 
Court before Judge Charles 
Goff who found that the 
Hawaiian Village, Inc., doing 
business as the Club Bath House 
in San Fraincisco, had discrimi¬ 
nated against Wilson merely 
because he was a member of 
Bay Area Gay Liberation. The 
bath house appealed the $250 
fine imposed by the lower 
court. 

During the course of the 
new trial, witness after witness 
mentioned the fact that there 
had been repeated charges of 
discrimination against the bath 
house for discriminating against 
blacks, older men, skinny men 
and fat men; they also discripii- 
nated against "effeminate" men 
according to one witness. 

Even the Club Baths 
representative did not deny that 
they were often accused of 
discrimination. 

Wilson expressed regret 
that members of the gay com¬ 
munity had to spend time fight¬ 
ing each other, especially over 
so basic an issue as 
discrimination. He was hopeful 
that this case would establish a 
precedent to discourage any 
further discrimination and 
foster harmony in the 
community.

More than twice the 
number of serious felony 
offenders were convicted and 
sent to State Prison from San 
Francisco in the first six 
months of the administration of 
District Attorney Joseph 
Freitas, Jr., than in the same 
period in 1975. The dramatic 
132% rise in State Prison com¬ 
mitments was revealed in a "Six 
Month Report" on the District

Attorney's Office which was 
relecised today. 

In the first six months of 
1976, 2Z5 persons were sen¬ 
tenced to State Prison, com¬ 
pared with only 97 last year at 
this time. 

The report also showed 
that the proportion of felons 
convicted in San Francisco who 
actually serve prison sentences 
now exceeds almost all major 
counties in California. Last 
year the imprisonment rate for 
San Francisco had been over 
50% lower. San Francisco has 
the highest rate of violent 
crime of any county in the 
state. 

"I realize that State 
Prison isn't the answer for all 
criminals," District Attorney 
Freitas said, "but for the 
violent, repeat offenders who 
have made San Francisco's 
streets more dangerous than 
any other California county, 
there is really no alternative. 
The people we're talking about 
are not teenage joy-riders or 
pot smokers; they are vicious 
rapists, muggers emd hardened, 
career burglars." 

The report also showed an 
increase of 46% in the number 
of felony cases which go to jury 
trial. In his campaign for D.A., 
Freitas was critical of his 
predecessor's policy of plea¬ 
bargaining in violent felony 
cases. Freitas had insisted that 
tough sentences often meant 
more jury trials. 

The report indicated that 
Freitas' office has increcised by 
17% the number of felonies 
taken to Superior Court for 
trial or guilty pleas than last 
year. The report suggests that 
the increase in felony convic¬ 
tions and resulting State Prison 
commitments is the product of 
Freitas' felony team system 
which provides for accurate 
charging and better police 
investigation. The felony team 
system permits better case 
preparation because deputy 
District Attorneys take charge 
of their cases from start to 
finish. 

"By accurate charging and 
no plea-bargaining in serious 
and violent felonies, we can go 
after the really bad characters; 
of course, there are a lot of 
cases which we should be prose¬ 
cuting, but with a prosecution 
staff of only half that of 
comparable District Attorney 
offices, our top priority will be 
prosecuting the violent, repeat 
offender," Freitas said. 

The report emphcisized 
the crack-down on violent, 
vicious, and coercive pimps 
which the D.A.'s office has 
undertaken. It also pointed out 
that the office is pursuing a 
policy of equzd enforcement of 
the prostitution laws, against 
both streetwalker emd 
customer. 


Additionally, the report 
pointed out that the newly 
revamped Consumer Fraud Unit 
had tripled the monies returned 
to individual consumers through 
its complaint resolution and 
mediation process. It showed 
that consumers were complain¬ 
ing more: this June's com¬ 
plaints were up 238% over the 
previous June. The unit has 
employed volunteer interns and 
law students (at no cost to the 
City) to handle the increased 
volume. 

Employment of ethnic 
minorities and women has been 
substantially increased, the 
report showed. It indicated 
that top policy positions have 
been staffed with nationally- 
known, progressive prosecutors 

The report also summa¬ 
rized the prosecution policy on 
voter fraud, pre-trial diversion, 
and renewed cooperation with 
other local, state, and federal 
law enforcement agencies.

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the San Francisco Bay 
Guardian’s "Profile" which was 
published October 17, 1975. At 
that time he was criticized for 
favoring the "Manhattanization" 
of San Francisco and favoring 
"special interests" and tourism. 

Up to this point we have 
discussed the paper image of 
Mendelsohn—the image which 
appears in the press and in 
hand-outs and campaign 
literature. 

The "real" Mendelsohn is 
not easy to find. If you ask 
those who work closely with 
him, their reactions to him run 
to extremes. Those who like 
him are strong supporters; those 
who do not freely express their 
dislike. 

In a direct interview with 
Mendelsohn, he is found to be 
extremely personable and will¬ 
ing to talk. 

"I have been in the fore¬ 
front in the fight to save San 
Francisco’s historical and archi¬ 
tectural heritage," he insisted. 

When asked about his 
opposition to saving the City of 
Paris building, he was quite 
blunt. 

"The City of Paris build¬ 
ing was empty right in the heart 
of downtown," he noted, "and 
that is a key location. 

"We cannot simply desert 
the downtown areas and the 
financial districts; there must 
be a realistic balance between 
preservation and commercial 
interests," he insisted. 

"Nieman Marcus has a 
healthy proposal for the site of 
the City of Paris, and anyone 
who is really interested in San 
Francisco shouiu .'•e ccncernea, 
ne said. 


"It is a foolish argument 
to let the downtown area 
deteriorate," he went on. 

"Sure, I have supported 
downtown parking garages; we 
must meet the needs," he 
insisted. 

"But remember, I have 
also supported non-automobile 
alternatives." 

"We have the best trans¬ 
portation in the country," he 
reminded. "We were able to get 
$25 million from the United 
States Government for our 
transportation system." 

In discussing the San 
Francisco Redevelopment 

Agency, Mendelsohn referred to 
the huge concrete blockhouse 
units at about Turk and 
Divisadero Streets as a "bank¬ 
rupt concept of housing." 

"It is institutionalized 
housing and just no good," he 
admitted. 

"But," he insisted, "devel¬ 
opments like the Golden Gate¬ 
way and Diamond Heights have 
added greatly to the tax rolls.!! 

"The Redevelopment 

Agency heis added far more to 
the tax rolls than they have 
removed," he claims. 

As for Yerba Buena, he 
contends that a sports zurena 
and convention facilities are 
essential and would be self- 
supporting. He hopes to see 
middle income housing zuid 
other residential use in the area 
get more land back on the tax 
rolls. 

Naturally, he supports gay 
rights. But he did have to go 
off to another appointment 
before going too deeply into 
specifics.

(Photo by Donald Eckert) 

no recison to believe that the 

national norm is any different 

from what takes place in San 

Francisco in regard to who 

actually votes. 

There is one major differ¬ 
ence between the two voting 
groups. Blacks have historically 
voted Democratic. Gays spread 
their vote. Probably at least as 
many vote for other party 
choices as vote for the Demo¬ 
cratic ticket. Thus, the Demo¬ 
cratic Party on a national level 
can count on the greater 
percentage of Black voters. 

The National Democratic Party 
Ceuinot count on the Gay voter 
going their way. They have to 
fight for it and earn it. 

Yet, look at the recent 
Democratic Convention in New 
York. A Black keynote speaker. 

Blacks nominating several of 
the candidates for president. 

The Black caucus being wooed 
by all. In fact, the convention 
played for the Black vote to a 


greater degree than any other 
convention ever did. The con¬ 
vention ended with a Black 
minister giving the final 
blessing. 

The following national 
leaders all talked about 
EQUALITY . Carter, Mondel, 
Humphrey, McGovern, Jordan. 
How many of them meant 
EQUALITY between blacks and 
whites? How many of them 
meant EQUALITY for Gays? In 
fact, even with all their talk of 
EQUALITY, the Gay rights 
plank could not get into the 
platform. Democrats, don’t 
worry; the Republicems won't 
put it in their platform either. 

The point. With probably 
the same voting numbers on a 
national level and a record of 
being more independent, the 
Gay voter is ignored. The Black 
voter, who probably will vote 


the party line, is wooed. 

There are many resusons 
for this. One of the most 
importeint is that the Black 
leadership hzus put Black rights 
as their main goal; and the 
Black leadership - even though 
split on many issues - stays 
together when the issue is Black 
rights gold advancement. That 
issue - to them, and rightly so - 
is more important and 
meaningful than all other issues 
together. That is why there are 
many Blacks elected to public 
office. We have our own Lt. 
Governor. There are many 
Blacks in the U.S. Congress. On 
State and local levels. Blacks 
are judges, legislators and 
mayors. Yet the Gay com¬ 
munity has failed in coming 
anywhere near what the Black 
community has achieved.

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keynote speaker? Gay people 
placing in nomination candi¬ 
dates for the office of presi¬ 
dent? Well, it will never 
happen ais long as the Gay com¬ 
munity does not use Gay voting 
power the way the Black com¬ 
munity learned to use their 
voting power. With probably 
the same potential power, the 
Gay community has very little, 
if anything, to show for itself. 

We must get involved. We 
must demand. We must not sell 
out, as so many have, for 
personal gains. The time has 
long since come when we must 
not be satisfied with a ride in 


the back of the bus. It is either 
riding wherever we wish to on 
that bus, or we should get off 
the bus and walk on our own! If 
we are ever to see the end of 
repression and discrimination, 
we have to start to use our 
votes for the rights of Gay 
people and not for the personal 
gains of a few individuals and 
their organizations. We must 
stop selling out our votes for 
crumbs when the pie does 
belong to all people and not just 
the non-gay community. We 
must learn from the Black 
movement.

Club: Bobby and 1 

Now appearing nightly 
except Simdays in the New 
Orleans Room of the Fairmont 
Hotel is "Bobby and I." Bobby is 
pert blonde songstress Bobby 
Burch; "F is husband Ken 
Fishier and his trio. It is a 
smooth, well-paced, relaxed 
entertainment that reuiges from 
Laura Nyro to Sondheim, Duke 
Ellington (a dazzling medley) to 
Jerry Herman's "It Only Takes 
A Moment." Both Bobby and 
Ken present interesting jazz 
harmonies, with Ken & Co. 
taking an occasional jazz inter¬ 
lude that rocks the room.

Film: Logan’s Run 

Logan couldn't possibly 
run fast enough to save this 
science fiction-flick if his life 
depended on it. According to 
the script, it does. In the 23rd 
Century, everyone is allowed to 
live imtil age 30; then they are 
supposedly re-cycled in The 
Carousel (actually, they're just 
fried to a crisp!). Michael York 
plays Logan, whose job it is to 
kill would-be deserters who 
might enjoy reaching 31. He is 
assigned to find the secret 
sanctuary where supposedly 
thousands of deserters have 
gathered. So he gathers up a 
willing deserter, is pursued by a 
fellow killer (his best friend), 
leaves the city, travels over 
moimtain, streams and ice only 
to discover Peter Ustinov doing 
a perfect imitation of Mr. 
Magoo. Very disillusioning. . . 
not to York, to us. Michael 
Anderson has directed ably, if 
with a minimum of tension; the 
story starts off well and then 
deteriorates into saccharine 
Sheuigri-La, and the effects are 
standard. Best news of the 
film, aside from the ever- 
capable York, is the discovery 
of beautiful Jenny Agutter as 
his accomplice. This girl is a 
definite talent that should find 
work steadily. . .but hopefully 
in better material than "Logem's 
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Run” allows her. (Now playing 
at the Alexandria.) 

Stage: 

Boy Meets Boy 

In recent years, we have 
been subjected to a plethora of 
gay dramas — heavy, trenchant 
and mordant — and gay 
comedies — cheap, vulgar and 
usually bitchy. Suddenly, at the 
On Stage, 440 Broadway, along 
comes a gay musical that is 
tuneful, witty and genuinely 
stylish; and you realize that 
good, clean gay entertainment 
Ccui drive its point home with 


touselled, dowdy bookworm to 
debonair charmer is probably 
the finest on-stage transition 
since Zero Mostel in 
"Rhinoceros.” Mason's is by far 
the most difficult role in the 
show, and he doesn't miss a 
nuance along the way; he also 
possesses the best voice of the 
principals. Laurence Kulp as 
ace reporter/lecher Casey 
O'Brien turns in excellent 
support; Lloyd Sudduth is 
physically a stunner but a quite

more force than all those slice- 
of-life plays that only appeal to 
the "in” gay crowd. "Boy Meets 
Boy” should appeal to everyone

Bill Solly and Donald Ward 
have taken those hackneyed, 
contrived 30's comedies, 
changed simply boy-meets-girl 
to boy-meets-boy, boy-loses- 
boy, boy-finds-boy, kiss, the 
end, added a derivative but 
thoroughly enjoyable score 
(particularly notable ~ "Does 
Anybody Love You?” and 
"Giving It Up for Love”), and 
played it eis a giant spoof. But 
spoofed with sincerity euid much 
affection. And it all adds up to 
an evening of exhilarating fun! 

Raymond Wood is a study 
in controlled lunacy as the 
arch-villain, Clarence. Wood 
mugs shamelessly, camps out¬ 
rageously and makes it all work 
because of his superb timing. It 
is a masterful performance, but 
equally matched by Craig 
Mason as the shy English Rose 
who suddenly blossoms into a 
moth of desire. Meison's one 
moment in the first act from 


subtlety, they sing well and 
appear to be having a grand 
time. 

Ron Troutman has 
directed with skill and appropri¬ 
ate panache; Robin Reseen has 
managed to stage several 
delightful numbers within the 
confines of the small stage; and 
the production values, while 
obviously minimal, are splended 
throughout.

Stage: The Gone 
& Soon forgotten 


No, that's not the name of 
a new show playing in someone's 
attic; that's the recent fate of 
two shows. First was "A Song 
in The Sky" at the Montgomery 
Playhouse (next to house 
Hibiscus & Angel Jack on 
August 5th). "Song," a creation 
of Joyce Carol Thomas, was 
another rather naive and over¬ 
written narration of black 
perseverence in history. It 
reinforced every stock cliche — 
all the black men are hip, hung 
and hearty; black women are 
indomitable and great singers in 
the cotton fields; and us honkies

Under 
Alice Truscott's able direction, 
and with Steve Dobbins lending 
solid support, Leventhal proved 
once and again that good 
theater needs nothing more 


than talent in the material and 
the performance.

I know all about SWEETLIPS 
and her KOKPIT , cuid I under¬ 
stand she*ll take off all her 
clothes if the price is right. 
The going rate seems to be 
$100.00 so I’ve been told. It’s 
true because it happened at 
some big charity auction for 
THOM PAINE who is running 
for MR. CIRCUS CIRCUS which 
is a project of OPERATION 
CONCERN . . 

I just love CASTRO 
VILLAGE ; there is so much to 
see and do. I spent a whole 
afternoon going from bar to bar 
and shop to shop. I just parked 
my car and had a ball - or was 
that two? The Village is so 
"GAY" in a San Francisco sort 
of way. The PENDULUM was 
interesting, and I had a per¬ 
fectly marvelous lunch at THE 
BADLANDS before trotting off 
to the ELEPHANT WALK for a 
repast. I became a "people 
watcher" for eui hoiu: or so zmd 
felt comfortable watching all 
those hunky studs going in and 
out of the MIDNIGHT SUN next 
door. The ELEPHANT WALK 
reminded me of that other 
place on Polk Street. I think 
they call it the Q.T. Anyway, 
someone by the name of 
WARREN works there. I 
walked into someplace called 
THE CORNER GROCERY BAR 

cind the owner, ZELL , was 

behind the bar mixing drinks for 


some new arrivals. Suddenly, 
someone burst out in song and 
the others joined in. For a 
moment I thought I was at LA 
SC AL A ; and when it dawned on 
me that I wasn’t, I waltzed out 
in the direction of the MEN’S 
ROOM on 18th Street. After 
using their "Men’s Room," I got 
to talking to some guy behind 
the bar who told me that the 
place used to be called THE 
MISTAKE and that it was one of 
the oldest bars in the Village. 
He told me about some other 
places I should visit, so I headed 
back to Castro Street. I went 
into the NOTHING SPECIAL 
and ’set a spell' watching some 
guys shoot pool after which I 
made a beeline for the CASTRO 
STATION to catch someone 
there by the name of DOUG 
KOPECKY who seemed to be 
the darling of everyone there. 
My eyes zeroed in on his most 
important area; and after view¬ 
ing that for a while, I could 
easily see why he was one of 
the most popular men on the 
street. The TWIN PEAKS 
TAVERN was my next stop, and 
I did enjoy the Irish Coffee so 
popular in San Francisco. I was 
simply amazed at all the gay 
businesses in the Village. There 
was ACCENT ON PETS and 
LEATflKR and an 

• ADULT BOOK SHOP for guys 
with an exceptional back room 
for guys who are into more 
earthy activities. There was 
the BOOT DEN that featured 
custom made sandals for both 
men and women, the COOKS 
NOOK featuring items for the 

kitchen for gourmets and 
beginners, and CASTRO 
CAMERA for film and proper 
development, but I didn’t go in 
because I was over developed. 
FLOYD’S BARBER SHOP above 
the ELEPHANT WALK is where 
the men of FOLSOM STREET 
go to have their locks trimmed. 
There is also LLOYD’S LOCKS 
COMPAN^ where the afore¬ 
mentioned takes place. The list 
is endless. 

Polk Street is another 
cruisy area with a heavy con¬ 
centration of gay businessmen 
cuid women. Every other bar is 
gay, and the shops are question¬ 
able; and those that aren’t gay 
should be. My tour started one 
afternoon at THE GANGWAY 
on Larkin Street. TH^ 
GANGWAY is run by eui ex- 
sailor by the name of JOE ; and I 
liked him straight off because 
he still acted like one, euid 
that’s good enough for me. 
PAT'n’S PUB is on Post Street 
near Larkin and will be having 
their grand opening on the 19 th 
and 20th. I met an old-time San 
Franciscan at PA'TTI’S by the 
name of BOB PATTERSON , and 
he was telling me all about the 
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place. He said he used to have 
THE BAJ , a restaurant on Bay 
Street which, as he tells it, is 
the city’s longest running gay 
restaurant; and, except for the 
CLUB PORI , I guess that's true. 
I liked THE PHOENIX , and 
have a cat 
there that drinks at the bar 
with the best of men; only the 
cat is luckier than we are be¬ 
cause he has an extra set of 
legs to help hold him up in case 
he drinks tod much. Turning on 
to Polk Street, there was the 
POLK GULCH SALOON on my 
right and the RECORD HOUSE 
on my left, then LE SALON on 
my right and the '^.S. 
RESTAURANT on my left! I 
darted across the street to the 
*P.S. to see DIXON but, alack 
and alas, he wasn't there. Up 
on the corner of Sutter and Polk 
Streets sits this lovely bar, THE 
NEW BELL SALOON , with an 
early San Francisco decor, com¬ 
plete with fireplace. THE NEW 
BELL SALOON will be cele- 
brating their 6th Anniversary on 
the 25th of July. They intend 
to have goodies (both on an off 
the hoof) all day from 6 AM 
until closing with special enter¬ 
tainment, some of which will be 
provided by DAVID KELSEY at 
the all new ALLEN DIGITAL 
COMPUTER THEATRE 

ORGAN . Your hostesses for 

this very special day will be

There 
will be dcmcing to the sounds of 
SWEET CHARIOT and the big 
event, the MR. & MS. CIRCUS 
CIRCUS CONTEST . 

The HOUSE OF 
HARMONY is next door to the 
TOWN SQUIRE and has mainy 
fun people working the planks. 

I guess two of the busiest bars 
on Polk Street are BUZZBY'S ' 
and the N'TOUCH, both being 
dance salons; but things could 
be chcmging soon with the open¬ 
ing of CHEEK TO CHEEK , OIL 
CAN HARRY'S , etc. ~there 
any truth to the very ripe rumor 
that the owners of CIRCUS 
MAXIMUS from down Holly¬ 
wood way are coming to town? 
Time will tell. It is a fact that 
time chcmges everything, that 
nothing remains the same, and 
even I know how fickle gay 
people are when it comes to 
likes and dislikes, that what's 
popular today isn't always popu-

THE HUSTLE INN is the 
new name for THE NAKED 
GRAPE ; and HANS , former 
'“agent" of VIP, is one of the 
new plank walkers. Dancing 
will continue on the weekends, 
and live Blue Grass Rock 
Country music will be featured 
on the other days with Chicken 
every Wednesday; so HUSTLE

There are so mamy dinner 
houses in San Francisco that I 
haven't had a chance to visit 
them all. I like GORDON'S at 
118 Jones Street; and there is a 
wealth of experience behind 
this popular eatery, both in and 
out of the kitchen.

roundabout way to wander this 
far from Cleveland, Ohio. Her 
father came over from Polcuid 
with very strict, old world 
ideas; her mother was an opera 
singer, and Carolyn was the 
first child. She has four 
younger brothers she used to 
terrorize with great regularity. 
And her mother instilled in 
them all a love for music. 
"We're the singingest little 
family you ever saw." But it 
was a family of much yelling 
and little commimication, 
especially with a headstrong 
daughter who had no use for 
old-fashioned stringent paternal 
values. "My father and I don't 
specik now because we've 
realized we're never going to 
agree on auiything. I was much 
too independent for 'a nice girl.' 
I was quite a bit of a tomboy. I 
always identify with Lucy in 
'Peanuts'." 

Z, as she is known to her 
friends, had the customary 
schooling, always singing. "I 
was funny looking. The lonely 
girl who read books and had no 
friends. . .1 spent two years at 
the University of Toledo. It 
was such aji unarty school the 
drama department was totally 
ignored and we could do suiy- 
thing. So we did marvelous 
experimental theatre. . .instead 
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feminist, but not a militant one. 
She's always fought to live her 
own life the way she wanted, to 
be allowed the privilege of 
making her mistaikes amd her 
own decisions, and her family 
ji has never accepted this so- 
I called "rebellious" spirit in her. 

I We both agree that the feminist 
! movement hais created much 


confusion in men cuid tends to 
be too radical. "A lot of women 
are now doing the same thing to 
men that men used to do to 
women. That's a tennis game 
that can go on forever. . . A 
friend of mine gave me "The 
Story of O" to read. I couldn't 
even finish it because I was so 
offended by it. That old mascu-

of going to the Cleveland Play¬ 
house, I went to the number two 
school, the Cain Park Theatre 
School. Every Christmas we did 
'Peter Pan' and the guy who ran 
the school always played 
Captain Hook. If you got the 
role of the crocodile, you had it 
knocked. You didn't have to 
sing or dance, all you had to do 
was crawl around on the floor." 

As Carolyn sits over limch 
in her white smock sipping 
white wine, she lights her third 
cigarette thus far in our con¬ 
versation. "I'm lazy about my 
voice because I've always had a 
voice. My handicap is a pack- 
and-a-half a day. When I do a 
show, I try to cut down and 
clean out my lungs a little. But 
a teacher once told me that if 
I'd been singing correctly for 
many years before I started 
smoking, I probably didn't inhale 
that much into my diaphragm." 
Allowing herself that vice, she 
proceeds to discuss her voice, 
which possesses incredible 
range and control —"Opera was 
never fun to me. Never wanted 
to sing that. I can go down to 
baritone or up to dramatic 
soprano. But I'm classified as a 
mezzo because that's 

comfortable for me." 

Then came Carolyn's 
period of rebellion, when all 
professional aspirations went 
out the window and she fought 
to come to terms with herself. 
"I went through an acute iden¬ 
tity crisis in 1968. Everything 
hippie, I did. I dropped out for 
five years, lived in a commime, 
lived on a farm in upstate New 
York, dropped acid — my body 
has rainbow stripes now, but I 
cover them with makeup — I did 
all those trips. It was really 
disgraceful. I discovered I 
wasn't a young Socialist. And I 
discovered a lot of people in the 
commune are not talented or 
waste whatever talent they 
might have, and they put me 
down because I knew I was 
good. I never wanted to stop 
singing. But they thought any¬

was sick! Finally, after five 
years, I shaved my legs, cut my 
hair auid went back to work. I 
went to the Music Theatre in 
Berkeley, but I was scared to 
perform after being out of it 
for so many years. . .1 read Ayn 
Rand, cind I went to a shrink for 
nine months last year. I had 
some things I had to clean up 
and get out of the way. I like 
myself now. . .for the first 
time." 

Carolyn laughs ecisily, 
appreciates a good raunchy 
joke, and can discuss her life 
and career with objectivity that 
only comes with a sense of 
personal security. Right now 
she's apartment hunting. "I 
have five roommates in 
Oaklcuid. I've never lived alone, 
and now I'm looking for an 
apartment here in the city 
because I'm more productive 
when I'm alone."

and called 'Reverend' by some) 
he attacks just about every per¬ 
son and business known to sup¬ 
port the interests of the Gay 
Community. The ones he 
attacks are or have been less 
favorable to the ego oriented 
desires and plans of Raymond 
Broshears. 

Raymond Broshears' insin¬ 
uations coupled with his state¬ 
ment quoting Chairmeui Mao of 
Communist Red China, "We 
must cleanse from within 
before we carry the message 
without," intensifies growing 
speculation on the possibilities 
that Broshears may be a paid 
informer-disrupter. Other 

personages of the Gay Com¬ 
munity believe he may be paid 
by one or more of our govern¬ 
ment's agencies. In this specu¬ 
lation I partially agree. I 
believe he was more likely 
trained and paid to keep the 
Gay Community from uniting.

As has been said in other 
articles over the years of 
Raymond Broshears (also known 
as Earl Raymond Allen), he's far 
from lily-white pure in his 
desires for pre-teenagers.

Coinci¬ 
dental or not, his travels leave 
one to wonder 'why' as they

Folsom Barracks 
Aftermath 

July 13, 1976 


Dear BAR: 

Paul Hardman, your 
reporter covering the Folsom 
Street Barracks "bust," appar¬ 
ently has been so thoroughly 
propagandized auid conditioned 
to shudder at the mention of 
"drugs" that he doesn't recog¬ 
nize wholesale violations of 
citizens' liberties by police. 

He reassures his readers 
that this was not an instance of 
police harassment of gays, only 
a "drug bust." (Oh, well, that's 
all right then. If we've suc¬ 
ceeded in redefining gay sex as 
outside the scope of police 
business, let's not overload the 
circuits by expecting to exempt 
ciny other private, consensual 
behavior from their scrutiny.) 
Hardman reports exactly what 
police told him, eUid seems to 
believe that if "drugs" were 
found, then that justified the 
"bust." Has he ever thought 
about what might turn up in a 
dragnet search of any 500 
people on Montgomery Street 
2 uiy weekday morning? Or at a 
roadblock on any highway? 

The Bill of Rights forbids 
such police tactics. Further¬ 
more, Sergeant Hoenisch could 
not have obtained a valid, legal 
search warrant prior to his 
operation because warrcuits 
must specify the exact items 
searched for, and reasonable 


cause inust be demonstrated tor 
the belief that the things 
searched for will be found on 
the specific premises to be 
searched. This police operation 
can no more be squared with 
the U.S. or California constitu¬ 
tions than if their "search war¬ 
rant" authorized them to search 
all the patrons leaving the 
Opera House after a perfor¬ 
mance. 

Hardman's verification of 


police claims not to be harass¬ 
ing gays by interviewing one or 
more of the victims thus is not 
only meaningless, but a white¬ 
wash by a brown-nose and lick¬ 
spittle. And he's actively 
lobbying for gay rights?

referring to the Folsom 
Barracks "bust" which took 
place on the 25th of June. 

"Sergeant Hoenisch could 
not have obtained a valid, legal 
search warrant," the writer 
insists. 

Hartley contends that "it 
is quite obvious" that the 
owner, Edward M. Smith, 
"invited" the police raid. 

To reply to those charges, 
here are some actual "facts." 

The raid was conducted by 
narcotics officers under the 
direction of Kenneth King who 
is an Inspector of Police with 
ten years' experience, as a 
regular police officer for four 
years and six years in neu:cotics. 

He signed the affidavits 
which supported the search 
warrant which was issued at the 
request of Assistant District 
Attorney James Dremann, who 
got Judge Daniel Hanlon to sign 
it prior to the raid. 

The affidavits attached to 
the search warrant justifying 
the raid reveal in great detail 
exactly what it was that the 
police were seeking. The 
detailed affidavits report 
several undercover operations 
conducted in the bath house. 

For example: on Monday, 
June 14, 1976, between 8:00 pm 
and 9:00 pm, a "confidential 
informant" purchased meth- 
amphetamine from a John Doe 
"Blue Jeans:" qualudes were 
purchased at $1.25 and $1.75 
each; a bindle of MDA was 
purchased along with some 
"crank." The purchase took 
place in Room 120 where about 
thirty bindles were seen. 

On Wednesday, June 23, 
1976, between 8:00 pm and 
9:00 pm. Police Lispector 
Michael Johnson of Narcotics 
directed another undercover 
investigation during which $8.00 
and $2.00 purchases of drugs 
were made involving MDA and 
"speed." Sales were made out 
of Locker #315 which included 
sales of MDA; and about 
10:00 pm that same night $4.00 
worth of "capsules" were 
purchased. 

Those actually "busted" 
for drugs numbered six—at first 
eight were detained, but two 
were held for "other" rezisons 
not relating to drugs or sex. 
Eight were held less than three 
hours because of marijuana 
possession. 

The eight cited for mari¬ 
juana were released and the 
charges dropped. Only three 
are being brought into court on 
drug charges. 

Those being charged may 
charge that police made unlaw¬ 
ful use of their search warrant 
if they wish to test the law; but 
the facts are quite clear that 
the police did have a search 
warrant and no one was 
harcissed because of "sexual 
orientation." 


All the documents were 
checked by this reporter; photo¬ 
graphs of the drugs were 
studied; arrestees were inter¬ 
viewed and hours were spent 
discussing the raid with the 
individual inspectors and the 
D.A.'s office.

OPEN LETTER 


Dear Sir: 

I wish to report to you an 
incident which I believe should 
never be permitted to occur in 
our beloved City. 

Last month, two very dear 
friends of mine came to visit 
me from New York. They are 
both respectable, presentable, 
affluent and reasonably young 
(40-45 years old) businessmen, 
who are well-known and liked in 
their community. They are also 
quite active in the New York 
gay movement and contribute 
generously to many charitable 
gay causes. 

On the night of Saturday, 
Jime 19, 1976, at about 

11:00 p.m., I took them to visit 
our famous CLUB BATHS of 
San Francisco (201 8th Street) 
to crown a wonderful evening 
on the town. 

We took our positions in a 
long waiting line in front of the 
registry window. 

When my turn arrived, I 
was admitted in the usual man¬ 
ner and without difficulty. But 
to my utter amazement and 
disgust, both of my friends were 
refused admitteuice by the cash¬ 
ier at the window, on the order 
of the manager. 

They were told: "We can't 
let you in because we have had 
complaints about you from our 
other customers." 

When they replied that 
they never visited the establish¬ 
ment before (none of them had 
visited S.F. in three years) and 
that there must be some 
mistake, they were told: "I am 
sorry, but there is absolutely no 
mistake! You can talk to our 
manager about it during the 
business hours if you want to, 
but now please go elsewhere 
and don't bother me, I am 
busy." 

The telephone number on 
the business card they were 
handed (626-1680) proved to be 
just a tape recording adver¬ 
tising the baths. 

Needless to say, I refused 
to go in without my friends. 

This humiliating experi¬ 
ence was so devastating to my 
friends' egos that they both 
decided to cut short their vaca¬ 
tion in San Francisco and flew 
back to New York on the 
following day. 

Since their departure, I 
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have conducted a thorough 
investigation of the CLUB 
BATHS of San Francisco and 
discovered that it has a 
standard, but unwritten, policy 
to refuse admittance to any 
customer whose physical 
appearance does not conform 
with the personal taste of the 
manager. I was also informed 
that some complaints have 
already been registered to him 
on the subject, but to absolutely 
no avail. 

Some of my personal 
friends, whp frequent the 
establishment regularly, assured 
me that they had personally 
witnessed similar refusals of 
admission; and, if required to do 
so, they w’ould testify to that 
effect in court. 

It seems obvious that such 
blatant AGEist discrimination 
on the part of an establishment 
catering to the public is illegal 
in this State (Unruh Act) and 
City (Charter that prohibits 
discriminatory practices on the 
basis of Race, Creed, National 
Origin, Age , Sex and Sexual 
Orientation) and can be deemed 
sufficient grounds for revoking 
its operating license. 

Now, the question arises 
as to the best method of 
handling such a situation with¬ 
out damaging our image and 
resorting to extreme solutions. 
Many discriminated against 
individuals probably lack the 
financial means, courage and 
time to take such a case to 
Small Claims Court. The CLUB 
BATHS management knows this 
and, apparently, capitalizes on 
it. 

In a way, I feel that such 
issues should be handled by the 
Gay Community itself, since 
this is primarily a gay problem 
requiring a gay solution. If we 
ignore it, someday some infuri¬ 
ated individual may decide to 
take the matter in his own 
hands. Who knows what damage 
he could cause to that estab¬ 
lishment. We would, then, all 
suffer. 

I am sure very few of us 
would like to see such an 
outcome. 

Do you have a solution to 
the above problem? 

Please advise.

I recently moved to San 
Francisco from Madison, 
Wisconsin, and am delighted to 
find a paper that is willing to 
carry varying opinions and ad¬ 
vertising cmd let its readers do 
some thinking for themselves. 
Whenever I see a publication 
guilt-tripping its readers or its 
advertisers, I am suspicious. I 
carry enough guilt of my own 
breeding around without being 
further insulted by others. 

Most particularly, I was 
interested in the column of 
George Mendenhall’s on the 
political arena, "Finding the 
Answers." It seems to me that 
if gays have any political clout 
in this city and state one pro¬ 
ductive way to exercise it 
would be to ask elected offi¬ 
cials or candidates if they are 
for full implementation of gay 
civil rights.

Auto Deficiency 
Judgement 

Buy a home on time or 
buy a major appliance on time 
and if you default on the pay¬ 
ments, you can lose your down- 
payment and installments paid. 
Foreclosure of the mortgage or 
repossession of the appliance 
and there is no further indebt¬ 
edness beyond the loss of the 
property. There is no right to a 
deficiency judgment. 

Buy a car on time amd if 
the car is repossessed, you may 
have to pay a deficiency judg¬ 
ment. 

This happens when the 
money owed on a car is greater 
them what the repossessed car is 
sold for. Not only does the 
owner lose his downpayment 
and the car, but he will have to 
pay more if the resale price is 
less than the unpaid balance. 

In most cases of install¬ 
ment buying the consumer had 
paid additional sums in addition 
to his downpayment. The con¬ 
sumer's loss may be substantial 
if there has been a long period 
of installments before the 
repossession.

is entitled to notice. He may 
redeem the repossessed item or 
the real property in case of the 
purchase mortgage. He may 
also be present at the resale 
and bid on the sale. 

During the depression of 
the 1930's, many property 
owners lost their land and ended 
up paying large deficiency judg¬ 
ments when the land was sold 
for less tham the amount still 
owed. That prompted "anti¬ 
deficiency" legislation. When a 
person buys property and a 
mortgage is given to enable the 


purchase, then the lender takes 
the risk that the property might 
not cover the amount still due 
on the note. 

California's Unruh retail 
sales law applies the same anti¬ 
deficiency provisions on retail 
sales of appliances and other 
goods. The retailer may either 
repossess it or may let the 
consumer keep the item and sue 
for the unpaid balance due. He 
may not do both. 

In auto contracts, a 
default in payments may be 
costly. Most cars repossessed 
are sold below wholesale prices.

Often there are only a few 
buyers—often wholesale auto 
dealers. In many cases the 
bidders must make considerable 
allowances for repairs and 
reconditioning. 

This means that the 
repossessed car is sold for a 
depressed price. The whole¬ 
saler may resell the car at a 
quick profit, but the new higher 
price is not credited to the 
consumer. 

The debtor gets credit for 
only the price paid by the 
wholesaler. Just about every 
installment contract calls for 
attorney's fees and court costs 
to be added in case of a 
deficiency. 

NOTE: California lawyers offer 
this column so you may know 
about our laws.
